The complete returns from the Eleventh» 
Congressional District contain some instructive 
lessons on the subject of machine politicos. The 
peopie refused to give a certificate of compe- 
tency as a machine politician to Col. Marsh, and 
turned the maehine over to the Democrats.

Wilhelmina, 5 years; aud Lonis, 3 years— 
were taken care of by the Society 
for the Prevention of  Ornelty to 
Children. Olsen, who is a good-looking, 
stalwart man, was born in Malmo, Sweden, 
and came to America when he was 19. Eleven 
years ago he married at Minneapolis a 
countrywoman, Sophia Furstman. He has 
been on the police force of that city, the own- 
er of a hack line, and also engaged in real- 
estate enterprises. Recently he became

He arrived in New York on Friday with his

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Opinion of the Supreme Court in the 
Case of Prince vs. The City of Quincy. 
Quincy (1U.) Whig. 

Following is the text of the Supreme Court 
decision in the case of Prince vs. The City of 


Quincy: 4 

Mu.taey, J.—On the 7th of August, 1873, the 
City of Quincy by ordinance entered into con- 
tract with Edward Prince, by which the latter 
agreed to construct, maintain, and keep ia op- 
eration within the corporate limits of the city a 
general system of water-works, to be extended 
and enlarged from time totime as the growth 
of the city and wants of inhabitants shouid de- 
sire. For the use of the water by the city for 
extinguishment of fires and other purposes the 
city agreed to pay Prince $2,000 per annum in 
monthly instaliments, and aisu in like manner 

per annum for each fire-hydrant for each 
first hundred, $150 for the next additional fifty, 
and $100 for all in exceas of 

The rights of Prince under the ordinance were 
made exclusive, and the contract was tg run for 
a period of thirty years, and at its expiration, if 
not renewed, the city was to purchase the works 
at their cash vaiue. The city reserved the right 
to purchase the works at any time, though upon 
terms decidedly onerous to the city. 

The works are constructed as contemplated by 
the ordinance, and the terms of the agreement 
were mutually observed by the respective par- 
ties for a number of years, when the city, as- 
suming the agreement had been eotered into on 
its part without legal authority, declined to 
further conform to its requirements, 80 
notitied Prince. The latter, not acquiescing in 
this view of the matter, Drought the present 
action against the city to recover damages al- 
leged to have been sustained by the plaintiff by 
reason of the failure and refusal of the de- 
fendant to perform said agreement. The cause 
was tried upon an issue of law at the Uctober 
term, 1°80, of the Adams County Circuit Court, 
resyiting in a judgment for the defendant, 
which was affirmed on appeal to the Appellate 
Court for the Third District. The errors as- 
signed upon the record question the ruling of 
the Circuit Court in sustaining a demurrer to 
the plaintiff's replication to.the defendaut's 
amended additional mye the decision of the 
ease bere depends entirely upon the correctness 
of that ruling.
